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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-6) in the reply filed on 
3/17/2009 is acknowledged. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) submitted on 1/30/2006 is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement has been 
considered by the examiner. 

Oath/Declaratio n 

4. The Oath/Declaration filed on 7/27/2006 is accepted. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 1-6 require 
indentation. Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the 
claim should be separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations to further 
segregate subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01(m). 
Appropriate correction is required 

6. Claims 1-6 are objected to because the lines are crowded too closely together, making 
reading and entry of amendments difficult. Substitute claims with lines one and one -half or 
double spaced on good quality paper are required. See 37 CFR 1.52(b). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Regarding claim 2, the phrase "in such a way" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an inlcrnaiional application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Muhonen (U.S. Pat. 
No. 6,956,832). 

As to claim 1 , Muhonen discloses a method of providing a multimedia messaging service 
using a mobile communication network (Abstract; col. 2, lines 11-24). The method including: a) 
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storing a multimedia message transmitted from an originating mobile station (col. 9, limes 54-65; 
where Muhonen teaches the multimedia message is stored in the mobile station); b) informing a 
receiving mobile station of arrival of the multimedia message (col. 9, limes 54-65; where 
Muhonen teaches informing the mobile station user about the received multimedia message). In 
addition, Muhonen teaches c) transmitting the stored multimedia message to the receiving 
mobile station if download request is received from the receiving mobile station (fig. 6, col. 15, 
lines 14-25; where Muhonen teaches in steps 622-624 a multimedia message is sent and the 
multimedia request is received from the mobile station and retrieved in step 624). Furthermore, 
Muhonen teaches the multimedia message stored in the mobile station (i.e., step a) includes a 
unique message identifier (col. 16, lines 1-8; where Muhonen teaches a separate recipient 
identifier, like a hash is sent to the mobile station) distinguished from file information of other 
multimedia messages stored to be retransmissible ( col. 12, lines 27-35; where Muhonen teaches 
the recipient identifier is a cryptographic identifier which is unique and different from other 
retransmissible messages). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

11. Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 3-6 would be allowable by virtue of dependency.
